1. The State Dapartment'a Publications Procurement Program over- 
seas is la process of dissolution. Moscow has been without a PPO 
since M*y, 195t (see Tab A), the PPO formerly stationed In .Rose is 
no* being withdrawn (see Tab B). In addition, I a* informed that the 
FfO la Berlin lam nos been instructed to cease procurement fro* the 
SovZone due to the personal danger involved in crossing the barrier. 

2. it is essential that notion be taken at once to find an al- 
ternative means of obtaining publieations fro* overseas. Reference 
proposed that BDI personnel, responsible to Senior Representative# 
o ve rse a s, be sent abroad to undertake procurement. This proposal was 
approved in principle by all your AD'e except AD/IC, who f©lt that it 

b« preferable for CIA to integrate some of its own personnel 
into tire State program. 

3. Referenced memo, and the discussion surrounding it, have now 
been overtaken by events. It is ay belief that we should now seriously 
consider whether or not CIA should undertake entire support of the 
Publications Procurement frogrtea under an arrans.e»ent similar to that 
now in offset for procurement of geographic materials. Fueh an ar- 
rangement would imply: 

a. That one of your officers be made to wear taro hate - 
ser vi n g as Stats Department's Director of Publications Procurement 
in addition to his other duties, 

b. that Publications Procurement Officers be paid and desig- 
nated by CTA for assignment overseas 25X1 C4a 

c. That tee Pfij's operate under instructions to be supplied 
by 3 a shove.

I concur in that expression 
of concern. 

It is of the utmost importance to strategic 
research in this country that there be available at the 
post in Moscow a full tine Publications Procurement 
Officer she can regain and continue the coverage of Soviet 
issuances which was effective prior to the return of 
Mr. Charles MoLane from that pest last May.
